An Old Idea Exploded. 


The Lancaster Inquirer, in answer to 


u question, says thai "if the branches of 
a tree growing ou one's land extend be- 
yond the line of the same, and over his 
neighbor's land, the latter mav cut tbem 
off so far as they extend over his laad, 
but had they been allowed to remain 2l 
years over the neighbor's laud he would 
have no right to remove them. Fruit 
hanging oil a tree is a part of the real 
estate and is not the subject of larceny. 
If the fruit has fallen to the ground the 
neighbor might pi;k it up and use it, but 
while your neighbor mav remove the 
branches, he has no right to the fruit 
hanging on the tree. It is not the pro- 
duct of his soil or labor. His only riirht 
is to remove the obstructions, or proceed 
"gainst you for allowing them to be there 
and he cannot make them or their pro- 
duct his own, for if he were to cut the 
branches off, he would not be entitled to 
use the wood. While yon may not go 
upon your neighbor's land to pick the 
fruit from the branches of your tree, vou 
may pick it by staying on the branches 
even though they extend beyond his line. 
If he picks your fruit he is a trespasser, 
if your trees overhang his land y»n are a 
trespasser, except, by the law of Pennsyl- 
vania, they have been there 21 years."
